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Attachment to Advisory Action 

This advisory action follows an after final response filed on November 5, 2007. 
Currently, claims 21-27 and 31-41 are rejected, and claim 28 was objected to. Claims 29 and 30 
remain withdrawn from prosecution. 

The proposed amendment has not been entered because the amendments raise new issues 
that require further consideration and further search. In the final office action dated September 
4, 2007, the subject matter of claim 28 was objected to, but it was indicated allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. Applicant has proposed amendment to claim 21 by incorporating the subject 
matter of claim 28 and intervening claim 22. However, claim 21 has not been amended to 
include the subject matter of intervening claims 24 and 26. The indicated allowability has been 
determined relative to the claim structure presented in the claims submitted on June 25, 2007. 
As such, the proposed amendments, which do not include all limitations of intervening claims, 
require further consideration and further search. 

The proposed amendment of process claim 39, with limitations not presented in 
originally filed dependent process claims, also presents new and further considerations which 
require further search. 

Claim 21 also contains the limitation "metallocene" for the second constituent. This 
feature was non-elected in the species election documented in the non-final office action dated 
January 25, 2007.
